Brooklyn will return this New Year’s 
Eve to a 20-plus-year tradition of fire- 
works launched from Prospect Park to 
usher in the New Year. 

"It’s a very nice way to celebrate a hopeful, 
wonderful year of 2003,” said Prospect Park 
Administrator Tupper Thomas. 

Thomas said spectators usually gather in and 


around the park about 15 minutes before midnight 
when the fireworks, prepared by the Pennsylvania- 
based Zambelli Fireworks Manufacturing Compa- 
ny, are launched at the countdown to the New Year. 

There are no other activities planned for ei- 
ther Grand Army Plaza or Prospect Park and the 
streets will not be closed to traffic, Thomas said. 

Thomas added that points near the north end 
of the long meadow, near Grand Army Plaza, 
provide some of the most favorable vantage 
points, but added that most elevated places, like 


rooftops, for example, would offer a good view 
of the 10- to 15-minute pyrotechnics display. 

The fireworks are being funded by Keyspan 
Energy and Borough President Marty Markowitz 
and the celebration was organized by the Prospect 
Park Alliance. 

After 9-11, the celebration for 2002 was toned 
down. Fireworks were substituted with a laser light 
show at Grand Army Plaza and representatives 
from the police and fire departments, as well as 9- 
1 1 relief charities, led a silent countdown. 



CB2 tells Bloomie to take hike

Calling it a hazard to 
Downtown Brooklyn and its 
residents. Community Board 2 
and Councilman David Yassky 
this week came down strongly 
against the city’s plan to build a 
new Office of Emergency 
Management headquarters at 
165 Cadman Plaza East, the 
former home of the American 
Red Cross. 

“On public safety grounds I just 
do not think this is a viable place 
for such a sensitive facility as the 
OEM headquarters next to ex- 
tremely sensitive, and quite possi- 
bly, target facilities, namely the 
Brooklyn Bridge and the federal 
courthouse,” Yassky said. 

Besides stating his position at a 
public hearing before Borough 
President Marty Markowitz Wed- 
nesday night, Yassky also fired off 
a letter to OEM Commissioner 
John Odermatt urging him to seek 
other accommodations. "I would be 
happy to aid your office in a search 
for other sites in, or out, of my dis- 
trict,” Yassky wrote. 

Besides public safety, Yassky 
added in his letter that Walt Whit- 
man Park, at Cadman Plaza East 
and Adams Street, stands to lose 
2,500 square feet of parkland if the

OEM headquarters is built there. 

The OEM proposal is making its 
way through the city’s public re- 
view process, the Uniform Land 
Use Review Procedure (ULURP), 
on an application to convert the 
’50s-era, 60,000-square-foot Red 
Cross building into an office and 
emergency operations center. 

The agency began in October 
presenting its plans to the commu- 
nity for a five-story, 100-foot-tall, 
windowless command center. 

Henry Jackson, an OEM deputy 
commissioner, acknowledged that 
the architectural renderings had re- 


ceived a cold response from the 
community and he pledged to re- 
vise the design. 

Community Board 2 rejected the 
plan on Dec. 11, citing concerns for 
the safety of the thousands of resi- 
dents living across Adams Street in 
Concord Village, in northern 
Brooklyn Heights and in the Watch- 
tower Society dormitory to the east. 
The board also cited the potential 
proliferation of terrorist targets, not- 
ing the close proximity of the 
planned OEM bunker to the federal 
courthouse on Cadman Plaza East,

The City Council’s Dis- 
tricting Commission released 
its second draft for proposed 
councilmanic lines on Dec. 18. 

The new drafts seem to have 
addressed some of the contro- 
versy and concern that greeted 
the last round of proposals, es- 
pecially with respect to the 
makeup of the Sunset Park-Red 
Hook 38th district and the Stat- 
en Island-Bensonhurst 50th dis- 
trict, but take the Gowanus sec- 
tion back from Park Slope’s 
39th district. 

The lines, which are redrawn 
every 10 years to coincide with 
the shifting populations accord- 
ing to the latest census data, rep- 
resent the districts in which 
council members will run for re- 
election next year. 

Large portions of the 
Gowanus section of Park Slope 
that were cut out of the 38th dis- 
trict in the initial redistricting 
proposal in October have been 
returned under the revised plan, 
while the district loses Boerum 
Hill. 

Furthermore, the 38th district 
will remain a Hispanic majority 
district. 

“The lines that she has now 
seem to be much better than the 
ones she had previously,” said 
Lynn Schulman, a spokes- 
woman for 38th district Coun- 
cilwoman Sara Gonzalez. “But 
it’s still an ongoing process . . . 
As the lines are now it’s a ma- 
jority Latino district and that’s 
something that she hopes will 
stay at the end of the process.” 

Park Slope has traditionally 
been split into three council dis- 
tricts — the 39th district of Park 
Slope, Carroll Gardens, Cobble 
Hill, Windsor Terrace and Bor- 
ough Park; the 38th district; and 
the 33rd district, which includes 
Brooklyn Heights, Cobble Hill, 
Downtown Brooklyn and 
Williamsburg. 

Groups such as the Park 
Slope Civic Council have 
pushed for the unification of the 
neighborhood — which frac- 


tures into the 33rd district north 
of Fifth Street, between Seventh 
Avenue and Prospect Park West, 
and into the 38th district, at 
around 11th Street and Fifth Av- 

“We’re still looking at it, ob- 
viously,” 39th district Council- 
man Bill DeBlasio said of the 
newly redrawn tines. “The ini- 
tial feeling is, on the good side it 
definitely seems more coherent, 
but the side that I’m still won- 
dering about is [that] the cut in 
Park Slope is a tittle artificial.” 

Under the current proposal, 
the 39th district would run 
along half of Fourth Avenue un- 
til 13th Street and then shift east 
to Fifth Avenue until 20th 
Street. 

DeBlasio was concerned that 
Third and Fourth avenues were 
left out of the district, but added, 
“It’s a pretty solid proposal and 
I’ll look at it carefully. I still 
have some suggestions." 

The new tines for the Sunset 
Park-Red Hook 38th district 
would run from the Brooklyn 
Battery Tunnel around the 
Gowanus Canal to Fifth Street 
and Fourth Avenue and contain 
the western side of the 39th dis- 
trict’s borders wrapping around 
Green-Wood Cemetery. 

The district takes in pieces of 
Borough Park, between 38th 
and 40th streets going as far east 
as 16th Avenue. 

Between roughly 60th and 
68th streets — the southernmost 
border of the proposed district 
— a peninsula juts out to 16th 
Avenue in Borough Park. In the 
October plan, that section had 
extended to about 23rd Avenue. 

Under the October proposal, 
Councilman James Oddo’s 50th 
district — portions of Dyker 
Heights, Bath Beach, Benson- 
hurst and Staten Island’s north 
shore — consisted entirely of 
Staten Island. That was modi- 
fied under the latest proposal to 
retain a small swath of Dyker 
Heights, Bath Beach and Ben- 
sonhurst. 

The number of Brooklyn 
constituents, however, has been

Downsizing Park Slope 

Plan that would keep buildings lower clears first hurdle

The city’s plan to impose 
height limits on a 110-block 
swath of Park Slope kicked off 
its public review with near 
unanimous approval this week. 

The few points of contention 
arose over Fourth Avenue’s compar- 
atively towering limits and a recom- 
mendation by a local housing group 
to modify the proposal to encourage 
affordable housing development on 
the avenue. 


On Thursday, the proposal was 
brought before the land use com- 
mittee of Community Board 6, 
which has long advocated for height 
limits in Park Slope. The perimeter 
of the area proposed for rezoning 
has as its southern border 15th 
Street, from Third Avenue to 
Prospect Park West; to the east, 
Prospect Park West, from 15th 
Street-Bartel Pritchard Square up to 
about Union Street; to the north, 
Union Street, from Prospect Park 
West to Fourth Avenue; and to the 
west, Fourth Avenue, between War- 


ren and Third streets, and then Third 
Avenue, between Third and 15th 

Most of the area is currently 
zoned R6, which effectively has no 
height limits, said Regina Myer, the 
director of the Brooklyn office of 
City Planning. Under the proposed 
zoning almost all of the area would 
be changed to R6B, with a height 
limit of 50 feet and a required set- 
back of 40 feet, keeping future de- 
velopment in tine with the existing 
structures. 

An exception to the proposal is 


along Fourth Avenue, from Warren 
Street to 15th Street, which boasts a 
much wider roadway than the other 
corridors in Park Slope. That strip is 
to be rezoned to R8A, which would 
allow for buildings as high as 120 
feet, roughly 12 stories, and setback 
at 85 feet. 

“What we really wanted to do 
was preserve the mid-blocks with 
support for apartment house con- 
struction,” Myer said. 

Some residents, such as Monica 
Cavanagh, a resident of President 
Street between Fourth and Fifth av- 


enues, protested, “It will cast a 
shadow over all of the buildings on 
Fifth Avenue and Sixth Avenue.” 

Seek bonus for 
housing on 4th 

Brad Lander, executive director 
of the Park Slope-based Fifth Av- 
enue Committee, a non-profit hous- 
ing group, said he was concerned 
that the rezoning would only create 
more market-rate housing and lead 
to more displacement. He pushed 
for adding an “inclusionary zoning”

Floating hospital stranded on Atlantic

The panoramic view of 
Manhattan from Brooklyn 
Heights has become one of 
longing for a storied maritime 
institution. 

The Floating Hospital, a 136- 
year-old mobile clinic, has been a 
castaway in New York City’s transi- 
tional waterways for the past 16 
months. It has been stranded off 
Pier 6 at the foot of Atlantic Avenue 
since the threat of a transit strike 


forced it to move two weeks ago. 

“We’ve been doing this since 
Sept. 15, 2001,” said Elbe Tinto- 
Poitier, the Floating Hospital’s chief 
operating officer, who is a Boerum 
Hill resident. “We’ve been from pil- 
lar to post.” 

After 9-11, the Floating Hospital 
was bumped from its mooring at 
Wall Street’s Pier 11 to make way 
for emergency ferries from the 
Brooklyn Marine Terminal to Low- 
er Manhattan while subway tines 
were out of service. That ferry has 
remained a popular addition to pub- 


lic transit and has remained in serv- 
ice for the past 16 months with 
funding from the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency. 

The hospital was moved to Pier 
17 at South Street Seaport, but was 
bumped again on Dec. 11, this time 
to Brooklyn, to make room for ad- 
ditional ferry service as part of the 
mayor’s contingency plan in the 
event of a transit strike. 

Seaport Marketplace LLC, which 
leases the South Street pier, howev- 
er, has been anything but eager to 
bring the hospital back and instead 


is leaning towards having a more 
profitable tenant on the pier, Tinto- 
Poitier said. 

“We’ve really tried to work with 
them but it’s really not ideal for 
them and it’s not really ideal for us 
because we don’t have electric hook 
up or telephone tines [at Pier 17],” 
Tmto-Poitier said. 

Without connections to Con Ed 
power tines at South Street Seaport 
the hospital retied on cell phones 
and two generators to power the 
vessel since getting knocked off 
Pier 11. Lab reports and medical 


charts were faxed to an office on 
land at 120 Wall St., a 20-minute 
walk from the medical ship. 

“Pier space in Manhattan is lim- 
ited,” said Janel Patterson, a 
spokeswoman for the city EDC, 
which has sought to find space for 
the hospital. “They need pier space, 
plus they want parking facilities 
and tittle or no rent. We’re working 
as hard as we can to help them.” 

New York City’s waterfront is in 
the midst of a radical transformation 
from largely working or abandoned 
piers into commercial or park devel- 
opments, which has left tittle com- 
patible room for the clinic. For the 
time being, it’s marooned at the in- 
dustrial pier on the Brooklyn 
Heights-Cobble Hill border. 

In addition to a renewed interest 
in building on the city’s waterfront, 
the supply of piers themselves has 
decreased. Many of the piers in 
New York City are rotting due to 
woodborers, essentially mollusks 
that feed on wood, which have 
thrived in New York’s significantly 
cleaner waterways since the pas- 
sage of the Clean Water/Clean An- 
Bond Act in 1996. 

The working Pier 6, part of the 
Red Hook Marine Terminal leased 
by American Stevedoring from the 
Port Authority of New York and New 
Jersey, lacks any railings and has 
large trucks hauling containers into 
and out of the pier’s warehouses 24 
hours a day — not exactly compati- 
ble with a clinic that regularly takes 
in children and disabled people. 

“We tike where we are and 
everybody has been very nice,” 
said Tinto-Poitier. “[But] it’s a big, 
working pier and there are big semi 
trucks coming in and out.” 

Among the piers that were 
shown to Tinto-Poitier was Pier 2,

"They’re all arrogant,” 
said Armand Collier, 13, an- 
other seventh-grader from 


Park Slope, who played in 
the game. “We’re going to 
beat them.” 

David Paris, a seventh- 
grade teacher, summed it up. 
“I’m confident,” he said, 
“[but] I have to say I’m a bit 
wary . . . They have a huge 
home-court advantage.” 

The MS 88 Mustangs (the 
students), took on the All 
Stars (the teachers) and close 
to 300 students packed the 
school’s gymnasium, raising 
more than $100 and several 
cases of food for City Har- 

Each time one of the stu- 
dents — some of whom 
were well under 5 feet tall 
— got a steal or a score, the 
bleachers erupted with clap- 
ping and foot stomping. 
Meanwhile, teachers, per- 
haps exacting revenge for 
back talk, gum chewing, un- 
finished homework and tar- 
diness, ruthlessly stole the 
ball and drove it to the rim. 

Though the students brave- 
ly battled their considerably 
larger rivals, the authority of 
the teachers was preserved in 
a final score of All Stars, 57, 
Mustangs, 32. 


Shaya B. to build up Empire

The Brooklyn Bridge 
Park Development Cor- 
poration announced this 
week the selection of 
Brooklyn-based developer 
Shaya Boymelgreen to 
convert the Empire Stores 
into a mixed-use retail, 
cultural and commercial 
facility. 

In submitting the winning 
proposal, Boymelgreen Devel- 
opers LLC beat out DUMBO 
developer David Walentas’ 
Two Trees Management, 
which at one time held the de- 
velopment rights to the prop- 
erty, and Triangle Equities. 

“We’re extremely excited 
about the opportunity to devel- 
op such a historic site,” said 
Ben Klein, the vice-president 
of operations for Boymelgreen 
Developers. 

Boymelgreen has been of- 
fered a 39-year lease with the 
potential for two additional 
10-year options. 

The design proposes no ma- 
jor changes to the 300,000- 
square-foot landmarked exteri- 
or of the warehouses, which 
are flanked by Empire-Fulton 
Ferry State Park and Water 
Street. The interior, once reno- 
vated would host a mix of gal- 
leries and stores linked by 
glass and steel in addition to a 
rooftop garden. 

The plans include about 
130,000 square feet of cultural 
space over the third and fourth 
floors, such as museums, li- 
braries and performance 
spaces, and 110,000-square- 
feet of retail over the first and 
second floors, said Jim 
Moogan, the executive direc- 
tor of the Brooklyn Bridge 
Park Development Corpora- 
tion (BBPDC), a subsidiary of 
the Empire State Development 
Corporation charged with 
building a waterfront park and 
commercial development be- 
tween Jay and Joralemon 


The retail component of 
Boymelgreen’s Empire Stores 
plan is slated for restaurants, 
cafes, a gourmet food market, 
a home design store and sport- 
ing goods — with equipment 
sales and rental for park uses 
such as in-line skating, kayak- 
ing or canoeing. 

The food market would be 
on the ground floor, with 
Chelsea Market, Dean & 
Deluca and Garden of Eden, 
serving as the model. A 
ground-floor cafe would face 
the river and an outdoor 
“grand terrace” would be de- 
veloped to host small restau- 
rants, the plan optimistically 
suggesting offshoots of Brook- 
lyn restaurants such as Gage & 
Tollner, Peter Luger and Lundy’s. 

Plans for a second-floor 
home and design store suggest 
made-to-order furniture show- 
rooms as well as antique stores 
and mass-market showrooms. 

The third and fourth floors 
are slated for arts and cultural 


msntuuons and include broad 
visions for educational facili- 
ties, a branch of the Brooklyn 
Public Library and multi-func- 
tional arts venues such as St. 
Ann’s Warehouse, just a block 
down Water Street, or Galapa- 
gos in Williamsburg, which is 
a combination of performance 
art and art gallery that also fea- 
tures films and dancing on 
nights and weekends. 

Moogan said a big box store 
would not be part of the Em- 
pire Stores development, as 
had been feared, and added, 
“No box stores, no Nike outlet 
— none of that.” 

There is also about 23,000 
square feet of top-floor cater- 
ing and special events space in 
the plan, which would abut the 
rooftop garden. 

Building plans include two 
offices of about 4,000 and 
6,000 square feet and there 
would be about 5,000 square 
feet of office space for the state 
Office of Parks, Recreation 
and Historic Preservation to 


use for ongoing Brooklyn 
Bridge Park management. 

“In summary, we were look- 
ing for a mutually beneficial 
public-private partnership with 
the god of returning the Em- 
pire Stores to productive and 
safe, self-sustaining uses,” 
Moogan said. “And in those 
uses we insisted on what was 
in the master plan — civic, 
commercial, community, cul- 
tural, educational, entertain- 
ment and recreational uses.” 

The selection of Boymel- 
green, who also develops prop- 
erties under his company 
Shaya B. Developers Inc. — 
such as the conversion of the 
old Daily News printing plant 
on Pacific Street and Sixth Av- 
enue into luxury condomini- 
ums and another luxury condo- 
minium on the site of a former 
state-owned parking lot on 
Smith Street between Atlantic 
Avenue and State Street — ef- 
fectively ends what has been a 
turbulent relationship between 
Walentas and the park planners 


over the Empire Stores. 

Walentas had planned to build 
a high-tech busmess mcubator 
and technology center in part- 
nership with Polytechnic Uni- 
versity, as well as ground-floor 
retail space and a rooftop cafe in 
the cavernous, post-Civil War 
warehouses, and Two Trees was 
designated as the developer by 
the state Parks Department 

Last summer, however, the 
BBPDC brushed aside those 
plans and put out a request for 
proposals to develop the brick 
warehouses, even while Wa- 
lentas seemingly still held de- 
velopment rights. 

“We certainly had a designa- 
tion,” Two Trees spokesman Jed 
Walentas told The Brooklyn Pa- 
pers earlier this month. “But at 
the same time the designation 
said that if, at any juncture for 
any reason the state decides they 
want to go do something else, 
they can do that.” 

Walentas did not return calls 
for comment on Boymel- 
green’s selection as developer 


of the Empire Stores. 

The Polytech plan did have 
some major shortcomings, 
however. The Brooklyn Bridge 
Park master plan calls for the 
Empire Stores to generate 
$600,000 in revenue for the 
park to be contributed towards 
the park’s estimated $10 mil- 
lion operating expense, with 
additional commercial entities 
such as parking, restaurants 
and a hotel furnishing the re- 
maining maintenance costs. 

In the summer of 2001, Two 
Trees estimated that the rev- 
enues from their proposal 
would generate only about 
$300,000 to $400,000. Last 
month, Polytechnic University 
pulled out of the Walentas plan 
to build an incubator space on 
campus with federal funding. 

Moogan declined to discuss 
the other proposals in detail, 
nor would he comment on 
what type of revenue Boymel- 
green’s plan was expected to 
generate.

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which was a terrorist target in 
the 1970s, and the oft-threat- 
ened Brooklyn Bridge. 

In addition, CB2 said the 
ULURP application made no 
mention of the potential ad- 
verse environmental effects on 
the community from traffic 
and the required fuel tanks to 
support emergency generators. 

With CB2’s rejection of the 
plan, the matter is now before 
Markowitz, who has until 
mid-January to make his 
ommendation on the proposal 

Once Markowitz makes 
ruling, the issue will cor 
fore the City Planning Com- 
mission and the City Council. 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
can veto the council’s ruling 
but the City Council can over- 
ride his veto with a two-thirds 
majority. 

While not stating a position 
on the application outright, 
Markowitz’s line of question- 
ing seemed to indicate dissat- 
isfaction with the proposal. On 
Wednesday, he asked pointed 
questions about traffic and the 
threat to the surrounding com- 
munities. He also directed 
OEM to seek Governor’s Is- 
land as an alternative site. 

"They have plans there,” 
Jackson said, referring to Gov. 
George Pataki and Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg’s idea to 
convert the former military 
base into an educational facili- 
ty for the City University of 
New York should President 
George Bush make good on 
his promise to sell the land to 
the city and state for a “nomi- 


“Plans are plans,” Mark- 
owitz responded. “They could 
always change.” 

Jackson said the Cadman 
Plaza East site is one of the 
only suitable locations be- 
cause it is accessible, stand- 
alone — meaning not con- 
nected to other properties or 
buildings — city-owned and 
out of a storm-surge area. 

“I literally spent 12 months 
looking for suitable sites,” 
Jackson said. 

Jackson added that the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, between 
Vinegar Hill, Fort Greene and 
Williamsburg, was looked at 
but deemed unacceptable be- 
cause it could be flooded in the 
case of a severe hurricane. 

Trying to assuage concerns 
that OEM would be a liability 


to the surrounding area, he 
said that most of what the 
agency does is plan for emer- 
gencies and that it had never 
been a target of terrorism. 

The OEM has been search- 
ing for a new permanent head- 
quarters since its former $13 
million command center on 
the 23rd floor of 7 World 
Trade Center was destroyed in 
the terrorist attacks on the 
Twin Towers. 

Often referred to as “the 
mayor’s command bunker” 
when former Mayor Rudy 
Giuliani first established the 
facility, the center served as a 
coordinating command post 
between different emergency 
agencies, such as the police, 
fire and sanitation depart- 
ments, in case of natural or 
manmade disasters. 

The center, which featured 
an independent generator, wa- 
ter supply and air filters, was

also designed to serve as a 
refuge for the mayor in case of 
a disaster. 

The agency has been tem- 
porarily housed inside the Pur- 
chase Building on Water Street 
in Fulton Ferry. 

About half a dozen people 
testified at the borough presi- 
dent’s hearing, all asserting 
their disapproval of the plan. 


“One of the recognized re- 
sponsibilities of government is 
tbe protection of its citizens,” 
said Mark Zimmerman, presi- 
dent of the Concord Village 
Owners. “The fact that the pro- 
posed location seems to imperil 
thousands of Brooklyn residents 
— and voters, I might add — 
should be sufficient reason for 
rejecting the OEM proposal.”

Oddo, the council’s minori- 
ty leader, said that while he 
had hoped to have an entirely 
Staten Island seat — to ease 
the confusion of dealing with 
two county delegations, two 
county leaders and a wider ar- 
ray of community boards — 
when it was discovered that 
there was not enough popula- 
tion to support three solely 
Staten Island seats he volun- 
teered to return to Brooklyn. 

“Those are my con- 
stituents,” said Oddo, who was 
first elected to the cross-Nar- 
in 1999. 

According to the Puerto Ri- 


can Legal Defense and Educa- 
tion Fund (PRLDEF), pro- 
posed districts in the Bronx, 
which is overwhelmingly His- 
panic and black, had an aver- 
age of nearly 163,000 people 
per district, while Staten Is- 
land, which is primarily white, 
had an average of nearly

between 14th and 17th av- 
enues, would remain in the 
district. 

What the 50th takes back, 
the newly drawn 43rd district 
of Bay Ridge, Dyker Heights, 
Bath Beach and Bensonhurst 
loses from the initial October 
lines. The district, currently 
represented by Councilman 
Marty Golden, who will leave 
the seat come Jan. 1 for the 
state senate, picks up a bit 
more of southern Bath Beach 
than in the previous redistrict- 
ing plan. 

There will be a special elec- 
tion in mid-February for the 

Councilman Domenic Rec- 
chia’s 47th district, which is 
largely Coney Island and 
Gravesend, also picks up a 
portion of Bath Beach. 

Also, in the revised plan, the 
Columbia Street Waterfront 
District, west of Hicks Street 
and north of Hamilton Avenue, 
which is now in the 38th dis- 
trict, is to be included in the 


33rd district, represented by 
Councilman David Yassky, 
chairman of the select Com- 
mittee on Waterfronts. The 
Gowanus and Wyckoff Gar- 
dens housing projects in 
Boerum Hill, also currently in 
the 38th district, would be in- 
cluded in Councilman James 
Davis’ 35th District, which is 
largely Fort Greene and 
Prospect Heights. 

Both of those proposed 
changes remained from the 
initial October redistricting 

The proposed maps were 
drawn by the New York City 
Districting Commission to re- 
flect the population changes 
detailed in the 2000 Census. 
The proposed districts have 
been submitted to the City 
Council for approval. If ac- 
cepted, they will be subject to 
the approval of the U.S. De- 
partment of Justice. 

The maps must be approved 
before the 2003 elections in 
November.

Two roasted pigs, a set 
of drum players, and a lion 
dance were just part of the 
festivities at the opening of 
New York University Down- 
town Hospital’s new health 
clinic in Sunset Park that 
will serve the community’s 
growing Chinese popula- 

While several honored 
guests took turns lighting in- 
cense as part of the traditional 
Chinese ceremony on Dec. 18, 
doctors, hospital representa- 
tives, and members of the Chi- 
nese community clasped small 
gold scissors and on the count 
of three cut the clinic’s long, 
red ribbon welcoming the 
6,000-square-foot facility on 
61st Street between Seventh 
and Eighth avenues. 

The opening ceremony for 
the facility, which will official- 
ly open its doors in January, 


came just a week after the 
mayor snipped the inaugural 
ribbon at Lutheran Medical 
Center’s nearby Brooklyn Chi- 
nese Family Health Center, on 
54th Street between Eighth 
and Ninth avenues. 


Both health clinics will 
serve the more than 17,000 
Chinese-American residents in 
Sunset Park as well as the 
34,000 Chinese immigrants in 
Bensonhurst and Bay Ridge 
community. 


“Before now, the Chinese 
community in Sunset Park did 
not have health centers with 
Chinese-speaking staffs,” said 
Betty Lee, an assistant to the 
president of the Brooklyn Chi- 
nese-American Organization.

provision to the plan. 

“The New York City Zon- 
ing Resolution currently con- 
tains a provision . . . known as 
the Inclusionary Housing Pro- 
gram,” Lander said. “Unfortu- 
nately, it is only applicable in 
parts of Manhattan that are 
zoned RIO, the highest resi- 
dential zone in the city.” 

Lander requested that while 
the possibility of extending the 
Inclusionary Housing Program 
into Brooklyn is explored by 
his and other groups — such 
as the Citizens’ Housing and 
Planning Council, as well as 
members of the Brooklyn del- 
egation of the City Council — 
the current proposal be 
amended to make Fourth Av- 
enue an R7A zone, which 
would allow for a building 
height of 80 feet, with a set- 
back of 65 feet, rather than an 
R8A zone, which would allow 
a 120-foot-tall building. 

“Under this program ... a 
developer receives a ‘density 
bonus," or additional develop- 
ment rights of approximately 
20 percent, if they build af- 
fordable housing within their 
development,” Lander said. 

Seeking to link the desire of 
developers to build higher with 
the need for more affordable 
housing, Lander suggested that 
by zoning Fourth Avenue lower 
now, should an inclusionary 
zoning program be added to the 
avenue down the line, being 
able to build up to an R8A 
height of 120 feet would be the 
incentive for developers to add 
affordable housing. 

Lander’s proposal won a 
valuable endorsement from 
Park Slope Councilman Bill 
DeBlasio, who went on to say, 
“We have a terrific opportuni- 
ty in our neighborhood to ex- 
pand housing of all types.” 

DeBlasio said that he, 
Brooklyn Heights Councilman 
David Yassky and Sunset Park 
Councilwoman Sara Gonza- 
lez, have begun to explore the 
expansion of inclusionary zon- 
ing and urged CB6 and the 
Department of City Planning 
to consider zoning Fourth Av- 
enue as R7A, “to keep our op- 
tions open.” 

DeBlasio, however, said he 
did not want to do anything 
that would delay the ULURP 
process, and said he is OK 
with the plan even without the 
affordable housing incentive. 
Myer could not say whether 
an amendment would cause a

Ultimately, the CB6 land 
use committee voted in favor 
of the proposal as it stands — 
12-0 with three abstentions — 
with a recommendation that 
programs for affordable hous- 
ing be explored. 

As discussion about the im- 
plications of the proposal heat- 
ed up, Jerry Armer, the outgo- 
ing land use committee 
chairman, who was recently 
elected chairman of CB6, said, 
“It seems to me we are dis- 
cussing something that is a tit- 
tle beyond our scope, because 
[inclusionary zoning] is a city-

avenue. Kristin Guild, a plan- 
ner for the Department of City 
Planning, said the proposed 
zoning is consistent with all 
current uses there and no busi- 
nesses would be displaced by 
the change. 

Fifth Avenue would be re- 
zoned between Union and 
Eighth streets for residential 
buildings no higher than 70 
feet, with a setback of 60 feet, 
and with ground-floor com- 
mercial uses, and between 
Eighth and 15th streets, for 
commercial and office space 
with the same height and bulk 
restrictions. 

Ninth Street, between Third 
and Sixth avenues would be- 
come R6A, which carries a 
height limit of 70 feet. New 
York Methodist Hospital’s 
property from Fifth Street to 
Seventh Street, between Sev- 
enth and Eighth avenues, 
would be exempt so that its 
current structures would be in 
compliance, Guild said.

at the foot of Clark Street, but 
with Brooklyn Bridge Park un- 
der development the space 
would have only been tempo- 
rary and, she added, nearly im- 
possible for patients to get to. 

Manhattan, she said, is ideal 
because it is a more central lo- 
cation within the city and can 
host walk-in patients. She said 
it is also a more reasonable 
commute for the vans that pick 
up patients around the city to 
shuttle them to the barge. 

The non-profit hospital pro- 
vides a range of affordable med- 
ical, dental and mental health 
services, preventive health care, 
health education and social serv- 
ice to low-income New Yorkers, 
the developmentally disabled, 
homeless and people afflicted 
with HIV/AIDS. 

It funded by corporate dona- 


tions as well as individual do- 
nations and contract services. 

Since being docked in 
Brooklyn, much of the hospi- 
tal’s 90-person staff has made 
house calls and set up shop at 
various shelters and agencies 
on land to provide services. 

Tinto-Poitier has even con- 
sidered moving the hospital 
onto land, although its mar- 
itime tradition would be hard 
to let go. “Folks who have a 
real connection to that history 
are really reluctant to let go of 
the ship,” she said. 

In addition, the ship offers 
“Summer Sails” around the 
city to children, every Friday 
from July through August. 

“It’s frustrating, we’re hav- 
ing to send our providers out 
into the communities because 
we can’t see patients on this 
pier,” she said.

Sonny 
Carson 
dies, 66 

Sonny Carson, a militant 
black activist who fought 
for community control of 
New York City’s public 
schools in the 1960s and 
against the spread of drugs 
in the 1980s, has died. 

Carson died Friday night 
at a Manhattan hospital, 
where he had been in a 
coma for several weeks af- 
ter suffering two heart at- 
tacks. He was 66. 

Carson, who once called 
himself “anti-white,” re- 
mained an important but di- 
visive figure in the city’s 
black community through 
the 1980s, leading protests 
against police brutality and 
founding the Black Men’s 
Movement Against Crack. 

“It was a loss of a great 
person — he was a people’s 
hero,” said Jitu Weusi, an as- 
sistant principal in the city’s 
school system who was a 
longtime Carson friend. 

Bom in Brooklyn in 
1936, Carson was arrested 
on murder, attempted mur- 
der and kidnapping charges 
in 1974, the same year that 
his autobiography, “The Ed- 
ucation of Sonny Carson,” 

Prosecutors argued that he 
had ordered two separate 
shootings as acts of revenge. 

He was convicted of the 
kidnapping charge and served 
15 months in Sing Sing. 

In his autobiography, 
Carson describes joining a 
gang in Brooklyn as a 
youth, being sent to a juve- 
nile-detention institution 
and other experiences. 

The book also chronicles 
his start in political activism. 

His activities, which 
were met by either anger or 
approbation depending on 
the audience, continued 
throughout the decades. In 
1990, he led a black boycott 
of a Korean grocer in Flat- 
bush that lasted for months. 

When asked once if he 
considered himself anti-Se- 
mitic, Carson replied, ‘That’s 
absolutely absurd, ‘anti-Se- 
mitic.’ And so that you don’t 
ask the question, I’m anti- 
white. Don’t limit my antis 
to just one group of people.” 

Weusi said the remark was 
misinterpreted, that Carson 
was saying he was “anti the 
superiority attitude of white 
people when it came to deal- 
ing with black people.” 

Others, such as former 
Mayor Ed Koch, said the re- 
mark was typical of Carson, 
and that his public statements 
were consistently tinged with 
race and marked by divisive- 
ness. “He wasn’t even happy 
when I named two streets af- 
ter Malcolm X,” Koch re- 
called. 

Having Carson’s political 
endorsement could also turn 
into an uncomfortable expe- 
rience for candidates. In the 
2001 mayoral election, he 
endorsed then-Bronx Bor- 
ough President Fernando 
Ferrer, who could have 
been the first Hispanic may- 
or of New York City. 
Ferrer’s opponents were 
critical, saying Carson’s 
past made it inappropriate 
to accept his support. Ferrer, 
emphasizing that he neither 
knew Carson nor asked for 
his support, said he rejected 
the endorsement if it was 
based on race.

Celebs come to BAM for 
Mark Morris’ ‘Hard Nut ’

A ttendees of the Brooklyn Academy of 
Music’s 20th Next Wave Festival 
gala on Dec. 17 were treated to a per- 
formance by Mark Morris and his dance 
group in “The Hard Nut,” a wildly imagi- 
native, glorious and gruesome interpreta- 
tion of the classic holiday ballet, “The 
Nutcracker.” 

The dancers per- 
formed to Tchaikov- 
sky’s score played 
live by the Brooklyn 
Philharmonic, under 
the baton of Robert 
Cole, and some angelic 
harmonizing by the 
Brooklyn Youth Chorus. 

Not seen at BAM since 
1993, the work opens with a 
family hosting a drunken holi- 
day party. Among the family mem- 
bers is daughter Marie (Lauren Grant), her 
irksome younger brother (June Omura), 
and hormonally charged older sister (Julie 
Worden), as well as the cross-dressing 
maid (Kraig Patterson). 

The stage is brimming with the many 
frolicking friends of Marie’s parents, in- 
cluding Morris himself as a party guest in 
a hilarious afro, bell bottoms and, at one 
point, with toilet paper on his shoe. (Mor- 
ris also danced the role of a heavily 
shrouded Arabian Princess in Act II, and 
audience members in the fourth row won- 
dered aloud if the renowned choreogra- 
pher had given up on underwear.) 

Mark Morris Dance Group general di- 
rector Barry Alterman left his adminis- 
trative duties behind and played the role of 
the beleaguered dad. 

“Barry trained as an actor,” Morris told 
Clutter Chatter. “And as an umpire, and a 
florist, and he worked at Haagen Dazs — 
and he’s a genius! He’s a gifted performer, 
and that’s why he got the part!” 

Lauren Grant and David Leventhal. 


(Nutcracker and Young Drosselmeier) 
who perform a magical pas de deux, are a 
couple off the stage, too. 

The outlandish costumes, which drew 
comic inspiration from 1970s fashions and 

— in the case of the large dance numbers 

— possibly even Esther Williams’ glitter- 
ing underwater dance spectaculars, were 
designed by Tony Award-winning Martin 
Pakledinaz ('Thoroughly Modem Mil- 
lie,” “Kiss Me Kate”). 

When asked his opin- 
ion of Pakledinaz’s work, 
fashion designer Isaac 
Mizrahi said, “The 
costumes are so fantas- 
tic — I won’t sleep for a 
week knowing that I 
didn’t do them. 

“I’m such an old 
bitch,” he said with a laugh. 
Mizrahi will have his 
day in the sun in March. The 
star of the documentary “Unzipped” 
designed the costumes for Morris' gang- 
ster-inspired “Resurrection,” which will 
be one of three New York premieres the 
Mark Morris Dance Group will present as 
part of BAM’s spring season, on March 
26 and March 29-30. 

Gala ticket prices were as high as 
$2,500 for the performance, which took 
place in the BAM Opera House and in- 
cluded a sumptuous, post-performance 
dinner at the Brooklyn Museum of Art. 
The museum's beaux-arts court was 
decked out as a winter wonderland re- 
plete with enormous snowflakes project- 
ed on the walls.

ioned platforms so they could recline, 
watch and listen to video highlights of two 
decades of the Next Wave Festival — 
most of which Lichtenstein presided over.

The former Majestic Theater was re- 
cently renamed the BAM Harvey Licht- 
enstein Theater in honor of the impresa- 
rio, who stepped down in 1999 after a 
32-year tenure as president and executive 
producer.

Kiss of death 

Brooklyn Lyceums revival of 
a dead scandal needs more 
suspense and less smooching

H arvey Burdell, a confirmed bachelor and a prosperous 
dentist, was found stabbed to death in his home on 
Bond Street, in Manhattan, in 1857. 

Emma Cunningham, whom he had both courted and em- 
ployed as the manager of his property, was acquitted of the 
crime at trial. The murder 
had all the juicy elements 
over which media tends 
to salivate: greed, passion 
and infidelity. 

If these facts alone 
were not enough to make 
the incident a cause cele- 
bre, more messy details 
included Cunningham’s 
unsuccessful lawsuit 
against Burdell (before 
the murder) for breach of 
promise to marry her, her 
attempt to feign a preg- 
nancy (claiming it was 
Burdell’s child), and her 
faked wedding to Burdell 
(with a stand-in) — all so 
she could inherit Bur- 
dell’s estate. 

What’s more, through- 
out the trial, there were 
hints of a homosexual re- 
lationship between Bur- 
dell and a third party, 
who completed the scandalous triangle. 

The incident was largely lost to history, but it is recorded 
in Jeffrey I. Richman’s non-fiction “Brooklyn’s Green- Wood 
Cemetery” (Stinehour Press, 1998). Playwright Michele 
Aldin based “31 Bond” on Richman’s account of Burdell’s 
murder. (Burdell is buried in an unmarked grave in Sunset 
Park’s Green- Wood Cemetery.) 

The play is the first in the “Only the Dead” series, which 
dramatizes the stories of people buried in Green-Wood. 
Brooklyn Lyceum owner Eric Richmond is producing the se- 
ries in association with the cemetery. 

Aldin tells the story of the Burdell murder in a series of 
flashbacks punctuated by scenes based on the testimony of 
acquaintances of both the victim and the defendant during 
the coroner’s inquest. Every trial scene is introduced by 
Coroner Connery (John Alban Coughlan), pushing a rolling 
platform with a chair onstage. Although this device is initial- 
ly dramatic, it soon grows tedious. Once the witnesses are 
seated, Coughlan questions them in dramatic tones that 
would have made Clarence Darrow blush.

The flashbacks trace the relation- 
ship of Burdell (George Millen- 
bach) and Cunningham (Carol 
Roscoe) from their first meeting 
while each was vacationing in 
Saratoga Springs, N.Y., to their fi- 
nal, bloody breakup. The flashbacks 
also quite graphically reproduce for 
the audience’s benefit scenes illus- 
trating the nature of Burdell’s al- 
liance with his lover, Morris Zagler 
(Avery Clark). 

If the play had been limited to trial 
and flashback scenes, it might have 
unfolded as a riveting psychological 
drama. But Aldin and director Julie 
Fei-Fan Balzer have chosen to in- 
clude many creative flourishes that 
add little but repetition. 

Zagler is periodically visited by 
the ghost of Burdell’s preachy, puri- 
tanical mother (Ruth Kulerman), 
who for some reason has chosen to 
plague not her son, who cannot see 
her, but his lover, who can’t get rid of 

Cunningham, too, has a personal

ghost — her deceased husband, 
George (Jason Heil), a violent lout 
who calls her a whore ready to go to 
any lengths to ensure her financial se- 

Both ghosts emerge from and dis- 
appear behind a scrim at the back of 
the stage. Add to that dramatic fight- 
ing that alternates with blackouts, 
and many in the audience may be se- 
riously waiting for a magician to ma- 
terialize onstage — complete with 
magic wand and top hat — although 
perhaps not a bunny rabbit. 

Even with these unnecessary 
ghosts and their disruptive entrances 


and exits, the action might have ac- 
celerated if Balzer had not dwelt so 
lovingly on Clark and Millenbach’s 
love, or perhaps lust, scenes. The di- 
rector seems to be testing or perhaps 
exploiting contemporary audiences’ 
acceptance of gay love. But once she 
has established the nature of the 
men’s relationship, in this case, less 
might have meant more. 

Long love scenes on film are seen 
through the eye of a director and an 
editor, who can, if done right, make 
motions flow like music. Even the 
most graphic films fall into one of 
two tolerable categories: pom or art 
— depending on your point of view. 
But the stage is not so kind. Clark 
and Millenbach’s nuzzling, nibbling 
and groping is embarrassingly ex- 

“31 Bond” mns for almost three 
hours with a 15-minute intermis- 
sion. With a bit more discipline, it 
could easily be trimmed down to a 
two-hour production. Perhaps such 
a cut would allow the audience to 
focus on the superb acting of every 
member of the cast. It would also 
turn the play from a self-indulgent 
soap opera into the thriller it was 
meant to be.

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Hail Cesar 

New Italian eatery 
Trattoria Mulino has the 
host with the mostest

A h, ladies, lovely to see 
you,” says Cesar Zuni- 
ga, manager extraordi- 
naire and passionate spokes- 
man for Trattoria Mulino, a 
new Italian restaurant in Park 
Slope. 

After my mother and I are 
seated and our coats are 
whisked away, Cesar stops to 
light the candle on our table, 
and with all the theatricality 
of a Shakespearean actor be- 
gins reciting the specials. 

“Let me tell you about the 
veal chop Valdostana,” he 
says. “It is a very big, beauti- 
ful chop. First it is pounded 
thin, then it’s 
stuffed with pro- 
sciutto and moz- 
zarella.” (He sighs 
and takes a mo- 
ment to compose 
himself.) 

“Then the chop 
is very lightly 
breaded and quick- 
ly sauteed with mushrooms. 
When the chop is tender it is 
removed from the pan and we 
add Marsala to make a sauce. 
It is ... it is just ...” (He rais- 
es his hand and eyes upward; 
there are no words to express 
the wonder of this veal chop.) 

My mother asks how the 
baccala is served. 

“Oh, the bac-ca-la! It is very 
fresh; only a little salty,” he 
says of the codfish. “Over the 
fish we put a light tomato 
sauce, onions, some carrots. 
You’ll like it.” 

I hesitantly ask for the 
menu. He is disappointed. 

“If I give you the menu then 
you won’t order the veal chop,” 
Cesar says quietly. He was 
right; had I perused the menu I 
would have passed on the chop 
(more than 40 cooking tech- 
niques in one dish can be 
overkill). I might have opted for 
something lighter or for an Ital- 
ian- American favorite like egg- 
plant parmigiana. 

We order the hot antipasto, 


the veal Valdostana and the 
baccala. 

“And,” I say, “I’d like ...” 
Cesar finishes my sentence 
with, “the rigatoni with broccoli 
rabe.” Asking how he knows 
which pasta I want would be 
like asking a psychic why he 
has visions. 

“I just know,” he says and 
leaves our table. 

At Cesar’s suggestion we sip 
glasses of a full-bodied, velvety 
Estrella Merlot from California, 
a bargain at $5 a glass. We sip 
and nibble on crusty Italian 
bread, served warm with butter. 
(Why more restaurants don’t 
heat their bread is a mystery; 
warm bread and butter is such a 
delicious indulgence.) 


Around the room I notice 
young couples on dates, older 
couples holding hands and fam- 
ilies with kids sharing big plates 
of pasta Two young guys wear- 
ing head-to-toe black sit near us 
bragging about women. 

“Everyone looks happy,” 
says my mother, and indeed 
they do. 

Maybe it’s the flattering 
lighting, or the long, pretty 
room with its brick wall and 
vintage Italian posters, or the 
handsome waiters in their blue 
oxford shirts and ties roaming 
the room with enormous pepper 
grinders. Maybe it’s the opera 
playing softly in the back- 
ground that adds a note of 
kitsch to the setting, or the 
cooking of chef Louis Mulino 
(the restaurant’s namesake) that 
elevates familiar old favorites. 

Whatever it has, Trattoria 
Mulino casts a spell of good 
cheer over its diners. 

The hot antipasto has all the 
usual breaded and stuffed 
components: a stuffed clam.

stuffed mushrooms, a fried 
shrimp, eggplant rollatine and 
a stuffed zucchini. What 
makes this antipasto special is 
its tight tomato sauce redolent 
of freshly chopped herbs, and 
the fresh breadcrumbs used to 
stuff the clam and vegetables 
have a delicate texture. 

Tony Soprano would ad- 
mire the brawny veal chop 
Valdostana. Covering the sur- 
face of a large plate, the chop 
is a meal in itself. (Forgo the 
appetizer and dessert if you or- 
der it.) The veal is tender and 
its thick layer of wine- 


drenched mushrooms adds a 
woodsy note to the meat. 
Cheese oozes from the chop 
when it’s sliced. That bit of 
drama may or may not appeal 
to you, but if you love cheese- 
stuffed meat, this is your dish. 

The baccala (a codfish that 
is salted then soaked in water 
several times until it is softened 
and loses most of its salt) was 
served with a splash of fresh 
tomato sauce, soft onions, 
chunks of potatoes and carrots. 
The fish was firm and only 
slightly salty, as Cesar prom- 
ised, and its mild flavor was 


complemented by the sweet- 
ness of the tomatoes and veg- 
etables. A side of perfectly al 
dente ziti in sprightly tomato 
sauce almost upstaged the fish. 

A sprinkle of Parmesan and 
a grind from the roving pep- 
per mill (it’s a cliche but the 
pepper sparks the dish) is all 
that was needed to brighten a 
bowl of lusty, frrm-to-the-bite 
rigatoni. Satisfyingly bitter 
broccoli rabe, its flavor soft- 
ened by mild spinach, garlic 
sweetened by slow sauteing 
and tiny, salty black olives 
made for a robust pasta sauce. 

Forget new-fangled desserts. 
Mulino serves the usual Italian 
sweets: ricotta cheesecake, 
tiramisu and a variety of 
house-made sorbets. The 
cheesecake is crustless, light, 
somewhat drier than American 
cheesecake and nicely tart 
with the addition of lemon 
juice and zest. The only disap- 
pointment was a pineapple 
sorbet. The sorbet came frozen 
solid in a scooped-out pineap- 
ple half. The presentation 
lacked artistry and the sorbet, 
while refreshing, needed more 
pineapple flavor. 

Will you be blown away by 
the inventiveness of Trattoria 
Mulino’s kitchen? No. But 
you will enjoy a well-pre- 
pared meal of satisfying Ital- 
ian dishes a few notches 
above many of the other Ital- 
ian restaurants in the area. 

And there’s Cesar. Need I 
say more?
